A‘ 23-Story Structure Will Be 
Part of New York Central’s- 
Terminal. Improvements.

BAUMANN TO BE THE HEAD 


Establishment Planned to Rank with 
the World’s Best In Point of 
Luxuty and Confort.

A hotel twenty-three stories high, cost- 
ing about $5,500,000, is to be one of the 
buildings erected over the terminal of the 
Néw York Central and the New York; 
New Haven & Hartford Rafingads. H 
will occupy a plot 200 by 215 feet in the 
block between Forty-third "and Forty- 
fourth Streets and Madison and. Vander- 
bilt Avenues. : 

President Brown of the. New York 
Central said last night that negotiations 
which have been going on for a long time 
in regard to the building have practically 
beeh concluded, and that.the hotel will be 
leased to an operating company of which 
Gustav Baumann of the Holland House 
is President and John M. E. Bowman’ is 
Vice President and Treasurer. 


1,000 rooms, and will accommodate more 
than 1,200 guests at one time. The foun- 
dation will descend fifty feet below the 
street, leaving room -for five stories un- 
der ground. . While it will not be the 
Sreatest in the area which it covers, it 
will be far larger in cubic feet space than 
any other New York hotel. 

Since the New York Central and. the 
New Haven Roads adopted plans for the 
new $100,000,000 terminal, a hotel which 
should rank with the best in the world 
has been one of the features in contem- 
piation. Apartment houses, business 
structures, and places of amusement will 
occupy the remainder of the property 
north of the station, which was pur- 
chased for usé as a train yard. 

The architecture will be of the modern 
type. The hotel. will be built around a 
‘On. three The. 
front will rise solidly for the first few 
Stories, but above that it “wil be divided 
into two sections, so that. the court is 
sutrourded only on the two sides and in. 
the rear. This is a superior arrange- 
ment for letting light into the rooms. 
There will be outside rooms only, either 
overlooking the court or the street. 

The necessity for economizing space 
usually prevents the building of an open- 
court style of hotel. The style ts used in 
this case under unusual conditions, since 
the land was not primarily purchased for 
building, but for rajjroad usés. 

The incoming-train station will be lo- 
cated under the east. end of the hotel, so 
that passengers may step from the 
coaches. to a hotel elevator. This will 
make it possible for a visitor on business 
to arrive in New York at this station and 
take the Subway without setting his foot 
on the, street, If he goes-to a building 
built over a Subway station, it Would be 
‘possible for him to transact his business 
in New York and start on his way home 
without using the surface sidewalk during 
the trip. 

The first hotel to be erected over ua 
railway terminal was the Palais d'Orsay, 
which was opened at the Paris Exposition 
in 1900. It covers the terminal of the Or- 
léans Railroad. 

One wing’ of the. main” floor /of the 
hotel will be devoted especially to the men 
and another ta the women. The ‘former 
will be provided with a guests’ barroom, 
a dining room, a grill room, and a large 
lounging room containing writing desks; 
public stenographers, telegraph and teleé- 
phone offices, stock tickers and files of 
out-of-town newspapers. On the women’s 
side of the main floor will be a reseption 
room for their exclusive use, a tea room, 
a dining room, a large library and read- 
ing room, and othér accommodations that 
will. especially appeal to them. 

The three dining rooms, including the 
grill, on the ground floor, will be suffi- 
ciently commodious to accommodate a 
large number of guests at a time. The 
main dining room will be 40x120 feet, and 
the men's dinirig room 40x80 feet. 

The private dinizig rooms, which will be 
located on the third floor, will be of vari- 
ous sizes, to meet the needs of small and 
large parties. These will be so arranged 
that on occasions they may be thrown 
together when an unusual nimber of 
guésts is to be accommodated, ; 

The grand ball and banquet hall will 
be located on the top floor, and will be 
the only one in New York twenty-three

leries running around: three “sides which 
will be furnished with boxes forthe ac- 
commodation of ladies. Who. may desire 
to look on at public and society banquets. 
It will have its own foyer, assembly and 
lounging rooms and bar, and its own 
kitchen. 

The decorations, although rich tn char- 
acter, will be quiet Im tone and will 
convey to the observer, the idea of refine- 
ment and elegatice. The best; artists will 
be .commissioned to furnish the ceiling 
and wall paintings. Special attention will 
be paid to the lighting of the room, and 
some unusual effects are promised.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—Earl Russell has 
put his experiences to account by writ- 
ing a book on divorce, Which will be 
published shortly. Earl Russell says 
he desires to see common sense intro- 
duced into the divorce law,“and favors 
the’ abolition of judicial separation, 
which he styles ‘an invention of the 
devil’’ and has done more harm than 
any other legislation. He recommends 
that women, in the matter of divorce | 
laws, be placed on an equality with | 
men. 

““It doesn’t follow,” says Earl Rus- 

sell, “that all women would divorce 
their husbands at the first oppor- 
tunity.” 
Earl Russell suggests that ecclesiasti- 
cal tradition should be got rid of and 
the divorce law altered in accordance 
with common sense views, just as it js 
in other legislation. He advocates 
strongty that the poor bé given facil- 
ities for divorce, and says that nine- 
tenths of the population have no chance 
of obtaining divorces, although the law 
says they are entitled to them. 





ROME, Feb. 25.—An officjal report of 
the destruction ‘of two Turkish wafships 
yesterday in’ Beirut Harbor was received 
to-day from Admiral Favarelli, com- 
manding the squadron, to which the} 
4, cruisers Giuseppe Garibaldi and Fran- 
cesco Ferrucio, the attacking vessels, are 
attached. The Admiral sent the following 
dispatch: 

*I surprised the Turkish gunboat Av- 
nillah and the torpedg boat Angora at 
daybreak in the Port of Beirut. These 
ships were ordered to surrender, the time 
limit being fixed at 9 o'clock. My de- 
cision’ was communicated to the Governor 
and*Consular authorities through the 
Turkish officer who came aboard. 

‘At 9 o’clock a signal demanding: gur- 
render was again hoisted. As no answer 
was given, fire was opened on the gun- 
boat, which replied energetically. At 
9:20 the gunboat was silenced, fire having 
broken out. abgard. Having suspended 
fire, I proceeded aboard the Giuseppe 
Garibaldi to the mouth of the harbor, 
where an action ensued with the Angora, 
which was badly damaged: Her destruc- 
tion was completed with torpedo. 

“The report that the town of Beirut 
was bombarded is absolutely false. The 
squadron then departed.’’ 

It is officially announced that all re- 
ports regarding damage done in Beirut 
during the action are unfounded. The 
Italian ships, it is asserted, limited their 
action to shelling and sinking the Turk- 
ish warships.

“Is it-to be on; on, on to Socialism, or 
back, back, back to Christ?”’

Father Vaughan spoke as one who had 
taken up this crusade against Socialism 
as a mission to which he believed himself 
dedicated after a visit to Pius X. 

He told the Pope then that. he 
Was anxious’ to uplift. his brothers and 
sisters of the working class and to carty 
the sunshine of Christianity into the

Must Be Mended or Radely Ended. 


That was how he happened to be there 
in St. Patrick's’ speaking of “Socialifm; 
but he made it clear from the start and 
by repeated emphasis, that he was not 
turning his attention to Socialism as an 
economic theory. If it were no more 
than that, if, in reality, it were that in 
essence,‘ he would be the last person to 
make Socialism the subject of the Lenten 
conferences. If Socialism were no more 
than what it is represented to’ be to the 
small farmer; or was said to be in the 
campaigns for votes, it might be of in- 
terest to thé Catholic sociologist, but not 
to the Catholic preacher. But he felt it 
tobe of far deeper significance than a 
question of: economics: In his mind, it 
meant much more than the promise of a 
wonderful Arcadia in the days to" come. 
He took the words of a leading Socialist 
when he called it a philosophy of human 
progress, a theory of social evolutign, a@ 
thing ethical as wéll.as econonilc. 

**T am not interested in Socialism as a 
ne ge of economy, but I am ‘intensely, 
eeply interested in the Socialism: which 
is a living; going, energizing concern, the 
Socialism of~ the ‘street, . behind -the 
I .read

and.the words of its men, who are the 
wery embodiment ‘of what fis great, grand, 
and self sacrificing.”

CREED PREJUDICE DECRIED. 


Mr. Biumenthal Tells. Telis. Free Sons of 
Israel to “ Smoke Out Bigots.”’ 


The annval \meeting of the Executive 
Ccmmittee of ths Independent Order Free 
Sons. 6f Israel,’ at which were present 
representatives from all lodges,- was held 
yesterday, followed by a banquet, at the 
Hotel Astor. Among those who delivered 
a; ‘dresses . were. School Commissioner M. 
Somuel Stern, “Sheriff Julius Harburger, 
and ex-Deputy Attorney General Maurice 
B.’, Blumenthal. Mr. Blumenthal,  re- 
ferring to the action by th ‘Government 
in protecting American citizens abroad 
by the abrogation 6f the Russian treaty, 
‘said: 

“Now, that the American Government 
has made known its attitude toward our 
citizens when traveling abroad, it be- 
comes prvper that. American: individuals 
assume a more tolerant spirit toward 
thelr fellow citizens at home. With the 
aprroach éf Summer: the familiar ‘No 
Jews and no mosquitoes ’ announcement fe 
likely to be sent forth again by the bigoted 
hotel proprietor, Even now in ‘our city 
tt.ere are apartment buildings and hotels 
where the Jew will not be received, 
simply because he is a Jew. It has been 
whispered that certain large mercantile 
concerns, employing large numbers ot men 
and women, have refused to accept Jews 
in their employ. 

‘These matters present-a situation de- 
marding the attention of all intelligent 
citizens, and are not of -interest to the 
Jew lone. Religious’ prejudice has ho 
place in the affairs of this country or’of 
its citizens. The way to do with the bigot 
is to smoke him -out of his narrow hole 
and then starve him out of business, and 
the process is one which should not be 
left for accomplishment to the Jew alone. 
The man. who is so narrow as to dis- 
eriminate against race or treed should 
have the united antagonism of all races 
and creeds directed against. him; he is a 
carcer in the bosom of National peace 
and prosperity.’ 


~ MINISTER FAVORS DIVORCE. 


The Rev. Mr. Holmes Pleads for State 
Regulation of Marriages. 


The Rev. John -Haynes Halimes of the 
Unitarian Church; of the Messiah, in East 
Thirty-fourth: Streét, preaching the sev- 
enth of hls series. of sermogs on “ The 
Ten Commandments in the Twentieth 
Century,’’: yesterday expres#ed his ap- 
proval of divorce in marriagés that have 
proved loveless, and of. the regulation of 
matrimonial contracts by the State. 

“ Experience has taught us onte and for 
all,” said Mr. Holmes, “ that.society must 
prevent the marriage of the unfit, the in- 
sane, and the criminal. Just as we exer- 
cise police control of yellow fever, so we 
shall some day exercise it over the mar- 
riage relation. And we shall also super- 
vise the marriage of the fit. We shall 
see to it that there is an interval of time 
sufficient to ascertain whether there is 
lasting love between the man and the 
woman. 

“TI believe: the time will come, and in 
my, own day, when a mafriage license 
plated in“my hand assures me that the 
parties &bout to be joined together are es 
on repared for that state as I know a 
S prepared for his profession when 
wy recel ven the certificate of his admission 
to the-bar or to the prattice of medicine. 
“If we believe love to be essential to 
marriage, then we must also believe there | 
should be’ no marriage where love is ab- 
sent. I: bélieve, therefore, in divorce, but 
ot in any free and.easy divorce. I be- 
lieve there should be rmanent courts 
for the amelioration of marriage prob- | 
lems, and that the magistrates in these | 
courts. should spend a certain period after 
the application for divorce in attempting 
to bind up the. broken relations of wife 
and husband.. But divorce should not be 
withheld when these attempts at recon- 
tion are found to be vain.”

Women Conveiibet Ueoking After | el 
Jewish Girls from Children’s. Court 
and a Home Is to be Founded. 


The report of the: Jewish Protectory and 
Aid Society for thé year ending Dec, 3t, 
1911, will be made’ to-day through: Morti- 
mer L, Schiff, President. of the society, 
to the Legislature and to Mayor: Gaynor. 
Actording to the. statistics: of the Chil- 
dren's Court there were 1,674 Jewish boys 
before the court last year out of a total 
of 8,015 boys. Of these, the Jewish Pro- 
tectory received 135, which number, fo- 
gether with those already/in the home of 
the society at Hawthorne, \N. ¥., made 
the total 290 on Dee. 31. 

The report telis of the new movement 
which began last November for the pro- 
tection and aid of Jewish girls. During 
the year, out of 1,243 girls brought be- 
fore the Children's: Court.-185 were Jew- 
ish, and with a view to aiding these girls 
and the others that might follow them, 
&@ committee of women was formed. The 
committee has retained Miss A. 8. Shai- 
kin as a probation officer to care for the 
girls appearing in the Children’s Court, 
and it is-now looking for temporary quar 
ters which may be used as a home 
which the girls can‘be committed. nie 
Committee consists of Mrs. Sidney\C. 
Borg, Chairman; Mrs. 
Mrs. Louis Marshall, Mrs: Mortimer Men- 
ken, Miss Julia Richman, Mrs. George L. 
Beer, Mrs’ Milton D. Einstein, Mfrs. Irving 
Lehman, Mrs, Otto Lowengard, Mrs. Ar- 
thur Sachs, and’Mrs. Mortimer L. Schiff» 

The-report of Mr. Schiff says that this 
work for the girls will be carried on as 
@ separate activity under the manage- 
mentof the Women, but it will at the 
same time be undertaken in close rela- 
tion with the work of the Protectory so 
that the experience already gained may 
be available. “We are of the opinion,” 
says tlre report; ‘‘ that the work of this 
committee, which necessarily for the mo- 
ment is being done on & somewhat ex- 
perimental peote: will fill a long felt want 
in the social and’ economic activities of 
the community, and will, to a great ex- 
tent, care for poor unfortunates for 
whom, up to now, no provision has been 
made.’ 

Dering the year a trade and industrial 
school has. been begun at the Hawthorne 
home for which funds were given by 
Nathah Herrmann. It is expected that 
the building will be completed for the 
Fall classes, arming; which has been 
taught to a limited number of the boys 
at the home, Is considered to have been 
of great benefit by the managers: 

The society reports that it is dofng 
much work outside the home at Haw- 
thorne. <A probation officer and an in- 
yestigator are stationed at the Court of 
General Sessions and a probation officer 
jat the Children’s Court. Religious in- 
struction is given at the Tombs and at 
the House of Refuge, and chaplains reg- 
ularly visit all the State’s prisons and re- 
formatories. 

The Jewish Big Brother movement sup- 
plements the work done through the pro- 
bation officers. During the year, in con-

THE POTATO FAMINE. 

The potatoes of Ireland and the Con- 
tinent are seldom imported to feed the 
American consumer. But within a few 
months 2,000,000 sacks of* forvign- 
grown potatges have entered our ports, 
upon which duties have been paid ag- 
gregating $1,400,000. Mr. W. N. Warts 
of this city has tried unsuccessfully 16 
interest Congressmen in a proposal 
temporarily to suspend .the high tariff 
duties, so that the consumer.might in- 
dulge in two potatoes at the present 
price of one. Mr. Wurrp doubts wheth- 
er the Ways and Means Committee will 
be persuaded of the expediency of this 
measure. He says: : 

It is a question how many Irishmen 

are on that committee. It is well 
~_known that the bulk of these potatoes 

are- now coming from Ireland, and 
that, if»thé duty were taken off, the 
boats could go to Ireland to load in- 
stead of goods being brought by steam, 
to.England and there ‘transshipped by 
another steamer: The saving in the 
freight alone would be quite a@.con- 
sideration, 

Of the t Weed Them bers of the 
Committee on Ways, and Mefhs,, cot 
one bears an Irish name. Whatever is 
done, apparently, will mot be done for 
the relief of Ireland. and its export 
trade. - But the. petato efop. In thie: 
country averages.74 bushels to the acre 
against 240 hushels in Ireland and Cén- 
tinental, Burope, The best American 
yields of potatoes are less than half-the 
average yield in Europe. If the Amer- 
ican farmer knew.as much ebout grow-

The Clear- 
ing House is the embodiment of the 
initiative and the referendum and the 
recall, as they might be if they were 
to be administered by a competent 
electorate, Its standards are higher, 
and its methods more stringent, than 
any which could possibly be put into 
a statute.. The administration of the 
National banking laws,.even in their 
present unusual severity, is child’s play 
compared to the control of the Clear- 
ing -House. Yet there are those who 
think that this den of iniquity ought 
to be cleared out. We. shall think the 
same if their crimes are. proved, {ff 
the result shall show that those who 
attacked the Money Power acted on 
misinformation and prejudice, that also 
would: be worth while. The inquiry is 
unobjectionable in its broadest form 
tf the manner of the inquiry is worthy 
ef the subject. 





MORE POLICE ARE NEEDED. 

Senator Harppyw of Brooklyn has in- 
troduced. a bill requiring Commissioner 
Waxpo to appoint 500 additional ‘pa- 
troimen and providing a special revy- 
enue bond issue to pay them, The Sen-

A more puzzling}. 
mystery could 
Almost hardly be imagined 

Incredible. by the ablest writer 

of sea romances— 

JosePxH Conran, for instatice, or CLARE 
RvusseLi—than is that presented by the 
story now told in detail by the men res- 
cued when at the very point of death from 
the British ship Brne.- According to these, 
the only known survivors of the ‘l!-fated 
vessel’s company, they were deserted at 
the very height of a howling hurricane on 
the North Atlantic by their Captain. He, 
they say, accompanied by his wife} his 
second officer, and. the only passenger on 
board, took secret possession of the only 
boat on board—which gave what then 
seemed to be the only chance of life—and 
drifted away over the mountaihous seas. 

The trouble with this tale’is that Capt. 
FICKRTT is a well-known man in New 
England shipping circles, and, from their 
knowledge of him, his friends, acquaint- 
ances, and relatives declare-with confi- 
dence that he could not possibly have 
abandoned his ship while there was a sin- 
gle chance of saving her, and that in any 
case he would Have been’ the last to go 
over the side. So they insist that there 
must have beén a mutiny on the Erne 
and that the men who say they were 
abandoned should be tried for murder. 

Thére is no direct “evidence on eitaer 
side, and cannot be unless the rescued 
sailors have something to confess—and 
choose to confess it. Their accusation is 
after all only an inference from the al- 
leged disappearance of the lifeboat and 
the Captain, with his carefully selected 
companions. The one support’ for the al- 
ternative theory of mutiny and murder— 
except for the quite ‘inconsequential fact 
that on sailing day the.Captdin and his 
first officer had a row and a fight uver 
some whisky that had been sniuggied on 
board—is the improbability that the Cap- 
tain would do what he is said to have 
done. } 

That improbability,” however, is .ex- 
tremely high—so high that it willbe con- 
sidered little less than a Certainty by 
those who know, not Capt: Ficxerr, but 
the habits and character of the class of 
men to which he belonged. For they sim- 
ply do not do such things. To. stand 
their ships is not merély & custom wit 
such men; it is an instinct so firmly fixed 
in their nature. that, the idea of doing 
anything else does not oocur to them. 
‘They are not afraid to die, but, one and 
all, they are in mortal terror of living in 
the deepest disgrace known top their pro- 
feasion.

“ Subdivision Sharks.’ Bit Some In 
Real Estate Ventures. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Mr. Thomas W. Lawscn’e article in last Sun- 
day's issve deals with only a portion of the 
great genoral craze tor gambling which spread 
Over this country previous to the -panic of 
1907, and for somé time thereafter. Mr- 
Lawson presents the stock side of it; it is to 
be hoped that some one equally competent 
will present the real estate side, for. no ob- 
server can have failed to note the enormous 
amount of ‘public participation during the 
period mentioned, in rea) estate ventures, both 
in and about this city, and throughout the 
entire country, more particularly in thé vicinity 
of the larger cities and towns. As a broker of 
over twenty years’ experience, I have been in- 
terested in watching this movement, and in 
1906 predicted there would be a panic, or 8 
‘period of hard times. 

While no facts or figures are available, the 
amount so “ invested ’’ must be. enormous, and 
is’ practically locked up, as real estate; es- 
pecially unimproved, is not a quick asset, and 
fn the suburbs has greatly declined In value; in 
fact, in many places, virtually unsalable. 

The great demand for it was stimulated 
by ‘‘ subdivision ’’ sharks, many of whom held 
out falsé and alluring inducements as to the 
money to be made by buying their particular 
stuff, and the eomfortable living to be made 
trom’ ‘farms ** 100 by 150 feet or thereabout 
in size, -The public; having been bunkoed in 
mining and .oll stock ventures, thdught an ap- 
portune time had come to gamble in some- 
thing solid, and so went into the game with 
avidity, not to buy home sites for their own 
use, but with the idea of reselling with a. big 
profit, It was gambling, pure and simple. 
Many tota in desiratle sections were sold to 
those really wanting homes, and were im- 
proved, and many of the subdivision enter- 
prises were perfectly legitimate and are to-day 
attractive and well built up communities; but 
the motive underlying the majority of these 
schemes was merely “to catch the dollars of 
the unwary.

SOMBART ‘BOOK DISCUSSED 

Modern Jhdustriat Methods Will tn 

Frove Conditions. tn Russia—Dr. 
_, Schulman Assails Book. , 


A recent book ‘which has stirred sey- 
eral European countries was made the 
subject of. a fout-cornered discussion and 
review béfore the Judeans at a special 
meeting at the Hotel Majestic last night; -

ancient mediaeval conditions, prevailed, 
Russia has not yet emerged into modern 
eonditions, and .as fast as she does. so 
her attitude toward the Jews will change. 


Hardier People Gone. 


“The plight of the Jews in Russia is 
growing worse now because emigration 
to America has taken away the hardier 
and more energetic portion of the popu- 
lation and*left the more timid and the 
more helpless."’ 

In discussing Prof. Sombart’s book Prof: 
Seligman said that the author was his 
friend. Because of a disposition to 
coquette with soclalism and its conse- 
quent Government opposition he has never 
béen able to attain a professorship in any 
of.the leading German universities, but 
at the same time he is, said Prof. Selig- 
man, & brilliiant- economist and a clear 
thinker, 

Prof. Seligman explained that Prof. 
Sombart siarted out to write a jAistory 
of. modern finance, but was switched from 
this purpose by coming into contact with 
large bodies of data showing how inti- 
mately. the histcry of all modern business 
methods dates back to Jewish origins. 

Prof. Sombart then proceeded to write 
the book that has now been published. 
It treats of Columbus as a man of strong- 
ly marked Jewish countenance, and cred- 
its Robert Morris, the financial genius 
of the American revolution, with being 
of Jewish origin. 

Prof. Sombart credits the Jews with 
furnishing one frontiersman to every four 
in the era of American beginnings, and of 
dominating the whole trend of American 
development from earliest days. The 
transfer of Europe’s economic base from 
the southern countries to the north in the 
period when Antwerp, Hamburg, and 
Frankfort .became the world’s leading 
commercial cities Prof. Sombart traces to 
the driving of the Jews from the Latin 
countries.

Supremacy Followed. 

“In fact,)’ said Prof, Seligman, ‘‘ Som- 
bart finds that to every country where 
the Jewshave sought refuge has come 
immediate financial supremacy, while the 
countries: from which they have been 
driven have declined. Just so Holland 
gained fiscal supremacy through the in- 
flux of Jews in the middle ages, and 
when William and Mary welcomed them 
to England; England’s commercial and 
financial power began to increase. 

“He'finds that they, thréugh their com- 
mercial activities, have in fact made the 
paths of. commerce. in developing com- 
merce they also developed our modern 
capitalistic.system, gave the world the de- 
vices of letters of credit, bank checks, the 
whole art of banking, facto butiding, 
advertisi p comens in business, win- 
dow dres and salesmansh 7 

‘And mharever the old guild organiza- 
tions held on they hated the Jews, not for 
their religion.or Décause they were aliens, 
but bécause they brought innovations in 
the way of doing things. When the old 
agricultural conditions and the guilds gave 
way to modern commercial life the caba 
against the Jews gave way also. 

‘Napoleon liberated the. Jews in 
France, and a generation later they were 
made free in Germany, the difference in 
time being due wholly to the fact, that 
France commercially was a full-genera- 
tion ahead of Germany.” 

The Rev. Dr. Schulman in his comments 
assailed the attitude of Prof. Sombart to- 
ward the Jewish religion. Prof. Som- 
bart holds, he said; that the Jews made 
of money-getting a religion, and that the 
ghetto was @ result and not a cause. 

Dr. ‘Schulman declared most emphatic- 
ally that the Jewish religion is one calling 
tor unseifiak wrousbip of God, and that the 
rigorous laws which kept the Jews~ out 

f iculture and land ownership in the 
middie —_,* dtove them to develop com- 
merce to go into peddling, banking, 
and shipping.

of new conditions in the Republic is

The Chinaman is too wise to pay two 
cents postage, He just. leayes the en- 
velope unsealed so they pass throug 
the. mails. as irculats. Some of 
envelo es contain as many as ten or fif- 
teen’ New Year wishes, They are a= 
with their expressions of good-will 
on many of the envelopes where the shane 
of the sender is usually to be found. to 
agsure the‘retiirn of a letter if undeliv- 
ered, they avrite more compliments; all 
of which the Post Office authorities can- 
not understand. 

Ali Chinese. writing igokn alike to them, 
which will propaty te the reason why 
some of the recipients will be embar- 
rassed when they receive their mail. In 
the hurry of sending the mail, numerous 
red slips have fallén out and fluttered 
to. the floor. Once they are out of the en- 
velope there is no way by which, the 
clerks can. be sute they are réturnin 
them to the same envelopes. The cler 
have to take a chance that the hand 
painted slips are put back where they 
ae.

The. Post Office clerks are doing the

CAN CHECK SOCIAL EVIL. 


James B. Reynolds Saye That Only 
Determined Effort is Needed. 


The social evil was Gigcussed yesterday 
afternoon at the West Side Young Men’s 
Christian Association’ by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attcrney James B. Reynolds, who 
prosecuted the white slave cases in this 
city a few years ago and worked with the 
White Slave Grand Jury: Mr. Reynolds 
declared in hiv address that the social 
evil and the white slave traffic were now 
at a reducible maximum and that they 
could be brought to a minimum, like any 


gfner evil, just co soon as there was. de- 
ination on the part of the people, 
the police, and the prosecuting authorities 
to reduce them. 

** With the investigations that have been 
made in the last decade and that are 
ag going on,” said Mr. Reynolds, “it 
is becoming more and more certain that 
the moralists have been right all along 
and.that the people who have said that 
the social evil was a.necessity have been 
mistaken. A knowledge of the facts as 
they are being brought out by scientific 
investigation will furnish a more powerful 
argument than any: sentiment or abstract 
theory that has yet been presented. We 
will not have done our duty until we 
have. put into action the knowledge that 
is already substantiated by the facts 
that the social evil is absolutely and 
wholly intolérable, 

“In the cases that have come to my 
attention,”’ continued the speaker, “ I 
have ena that nine times out of ten 
they are due to the profits that are made 
from the maintenance of the evil, and the 
profits are oftcn very large 

“The theory that vice en a‘ protection 
to virtue has. the sanction of such a 
historian as Lecky, and as great a mor- 
alist as St. Augustine, but rt is utterly 
false. The fact is that ninety-f ivé out of 
a hundred criminals are fam liar with all 
the ways of vice and that has not saved 
them, but brought them down. And even 
if it were true, who could demand the sac- 
rifice of the daughters and sisters of 
some for the sake of the others?.”’ 

Mr. Reynolds said that it hed never 
been accurately determined how extensive 
the social evil was in New York. The 
facts, he said, had never been brought 
out, and he added: ‘It is freely alleged, 
as you know, that they have not been 
brought out for vety g00d reasons.’

Notwithstanding these statements, the 
Board of Inquiry held that she had been 
suffering from a mental ailment -when 
she entered the country, and had beéome 
a public charge within three years, On 
this her deportation was ordered: 


At the time Miss Goldstein was taken 
to Lebanon Hospital she. had $65 of her 
own in a private.bank, money. she had 
saved out.of her earnings. Charles Dia- 
mond, who employed her before. she went 
into the service of the man accused in 
her father’s. suit, said: 

"When ‘she first took the position of 
genera: helper in my place of business she 
worked consecutively for four months. 
Then, owing to lack of work, she remained 
away. a short time and came back t 
work. She was employed then for about 
six.or seven months, altogether amount- 
ing to about a year. 

“ During this dma I had occasion to seé 
her almost every Gay, and can testify. that 
I found her bright, industrious, in good 
health ahd suffering no ailment whatso- 
ever. She began at a salary of $5 a 
week and by perseverance earned about 
$10 a week. 

“She never. appeared to be of unsound 
mind, and the reason that she is no longer 
in my employ is that at the time she left 
I had no work sufficient to employ her.”
